‘1S STILL TRAFFIC ~ 


Traffic still continues to roll, and to increase, on West Olive, 
and there is no reason to believe that it will not continue to in- 
crease — and with traffic comes the necessity for orderly control. 
A couple of years ago there was a plan afoot to place co- 
ordinated traffic signals at Jaye street, and probably Villa, fur- 
ther toward the west. In a joint venture between city and coun- 
ty, the Jaye street signal was constructed, thereby improving to 
a great degree the traffic situation in the vicinity of the high 
school. 

But the county dropped its plan to place a signal at Villa, 
so while things smoothed out considerably at the Jaye street in- 
tersection, there is still confusion toward the west. 

A traffic signal is badly needed in the area of Villa, and ef- 
fort should be exerted in the proper place — specifically with 
the first district supervisor — to put this signal back in county 
highway plans, then get the job done. : 

And along with the county, the city of Porterville cannot 
go much longer without facing the problem of Olive street traf- 
fic, in the case of the city between Jaye and Main street. This 
problem, obviously, has some problems within the problem at 
the Southern Pacific railroad crossing and the D street intersec- 
tion. 


At one time the city council contemplated hiring a traffic 
engineer to. set up a coordinated traffic signal plan for Olive 
in order to keep traffic moving, yet provide easier movement of 
cross traffic.

Probably for the only time in 
history, the assessor got himself 
immortalized in poetry a couple 
of generations ago. In a farewell 
to a deceased famous zoology 
professor, an equally renowned 
poet wrote 


“And from two things left be- 
hind him, 

(Be sure they’ll try to find 
him) 

The tax-bill and assessor, 

Heaven help the great Profes- 
sor!” 


The fundamental dispute he- 
tween taxpayer and assessor thus 
so aptly capsuled has continued 
unabated to this day, and a peace- 
ful end to it is not yet in sight. 
This was made very clear at a 
recent meeting of the Assembly 
interim commitee on revenue and 
taxation. Up for consideration 
again was a proposal to enact a 
“Taxpayers’ Bill of Rights.” 

As introduced in the 1961 ses- 
sion, the bill would provide for 
the final settlement of protests 
over property assessments for lo- 
cal purposes by courts and juries, 
rather than by administrative 
procedure. The language of the 
measure states that a taxpayer 
would be entitled to ‘“‘independ- 
ent determination” by a court of 
every element (except the amount 
of appropriation) upon which his 
tax liability is based. Such de- 
termination would be made with- 
out regard to prior determina- 
tion by an assessor or board of 
equalization — in other words, 
it would start from scratch. On 
matters of fact, the taxpayer 
would be entitled to the verdict 
of a jury. 

Under present law, assessors 
fix the value of property for tax 
purposes. Boards of county su- 
pervisors, or city councils, sit as 
local “boards of equalization”’ to 
hear protests over assessments, 
and to resolve any inequities 
which may be found. The pro- 
posed law would apparently per- 
mit an end run around this pro- 
cedure. 

Proponents of the measure ar- 
gued that at present, a taxpayer 
who thinks an assessment on his

property is too high, or out of 
line with other similar proper- 
ties, is going to run into nothing 
but frustration if he tries to have 
it corrected. Therefore, it was 
urged that the proposed bill, or 
some similar legislation, be en- 
acted to make things easier for 
the dissatisfied property owner. 

One taxpayer described his per- 
sonal experience in trying to get 
his property  re-assessed. He 
claimed he never did get any ex- 
planation of the method used in 
fixing its value. y 

A witness who represented the 
counties, the cities, and organ- 
ized teachers led the opposition 
to the proposed law. He contend- 
ed that the bill is so broad in 
most of its provisions that it 
would create continual litiga- 
tion, thus further clogging the 
courts. It could also tie up funds 
for essential government servic- 
es, such as. schools, welfare, 
health and safety. 

The spokesman for the state 
board of equalization joined this 
witness in opposition. He said 
the bill would cut across the 
whole field of taxes, not only 
property, but sales and other 
levies. Both argued against the 
provision for jury trials on the 
ground that juries could not de- 
cide matters of fact on real es- 
tate appraisals or. questions of 
depreciation. 

Whether or not this bill ever 
comes up for later action, it is 
apparent that the lines between 
embattled taxpayers and asses- 
sors are still firmly drawn, so 
more skirmishes can be expected.

ters spread out and cause crop 
losses, erosion of lands, and dam- 
ages to communities. The inter- 
mittent flow characteristic of 
the streams has limited the sup- 
ply of surface water for irriga- 
tion, and consequently has re- 
sulted in dependence upon the 
underground supply. 

3. Prospective solutions—Sev- 
eral possible solutions to these 
problems will be investigated. 
Two of the more promising plans 
of improvement are: 

Reservoirs on Poso and Deer 
creeks and White river with 
minor channel improvements, for 
impounding flood waters and re- 
leasing them at rates which can 
be absorbed in the previous val- 
ley floor area without damage. 

Extensive channel improve- 
ments and construction of a ter- 
minal basin at or near Sand 
ridge to convey floods safely 
through the flood plain and store 
the excess water for future irri- 
gation use. 

4. Participation by other Fed- 
eral agencies and by State and 
other local interests — All those 
interested in this investigation 
are requested to furnish an ex- 
pression of the nature of their 
interest, a statement of pertinent 
data that can be made available 
for use in the investigation, and 
any comments and suggestions 
they may care to make. 

Actual work on this reactivat- 
ed project got underway during 
the month of November.
